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Recital of the Negotiations Which
of War by Grmany on

PARIS, Nov. 30.—The French minis-
try of foreign afairs today made pub-
lle a yellow Look bearing on the
causen of the present war. This vol-
ume is muech more eomplete than pub-
leations of this nature given out up
to the prezent time by other govern-
ments.

The French report is devoted pri-
marily to a recital of the negotintions
which followed the delivery of the
Austrian note to Servia (July 23, 1914)
and which preeeded the declaration
of war by Germany on Russia (August
1, 1914) and on France (August 3,
1914). It is brought to a close by
the reproduction of the declaration
of the Triple Entente powers that
Great Dritain, Iussia and France
would not conclude peace separately.
An extract of the yellow book given
out officially in Paris reads as fol.
lowa:

“It was first In the spring of 1913
that we noted this colossal and expen-
sive military effort which alone ean
explain the desire to impose the Ger-
manle superlority and hegemony up-
on the powers of the Triple Entente.
When France résponded to this men-
ace by the drafting of the law of three
years service In the army, this meas-
ure of defense was denounced In of-
flicial circles In ‘Berlin as a ‘provoca-
tion which should ‘not be'tolerated.’

“In April of 1913 a secret and official
German roport defined ‘the objective
and the means of the natipnal policy'
a8 follows: Convince the people of
the necessity of an offensive war
uguinst I'rance; prepare uprisings in
Russin aud in Nortk Africa; pro-
vide for, In case  'of hostilitles, the
ifmmediaie absorption of Beig'ium and
Hoeliand,

“These are the ldeas gxtolied in this
report; siach ia the program that
shortly atler, we saw the Germans
endeavor o put into cperation.

“We declare that Emperor Willinm,
who up to that time had posed as a
champion of peace, admitted in the
course of a coanversation with the
king of Belgium that he had finally
eome:to share the ideas of his military
advisérs.  He had placed himself
among the partisans of & war v.hich
ha thought would not be long delay-
ed, and the overpowering success of
which spemed to him certain. Pub-
He opinion, in ite turn, permitied it-
sell to he won over by the pnssions
of  the military party and to come to
consider the affair of Agadir as n de-
feat for Germany.

In
gpite of the fact that the Helgrade
goverhment offered, for the progecu-
tion of tho assassing of the Austrian
Archduke, every faculty compatible
with its dignity, tho cabinet of Vien-
na summoned - the government  at
Belgrade not on'y to disavpw all com-
plicity. with the crime of Sarayovo,
but furthemmore, to. permit foreign
functionaries to seek the authors of
this ctime on Servian teritory.
